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Public Has Doubts on Warren Report 
But Opposes Reopening of Probe

Public doubts about the 
Warren Commission report on 
the assassination of President 
Kennedy persist. By a 59-to-30 
per cent margin, Americans 
are convinced that there is 
more to the story. 

But in a survey taken short 
ly before reports of new evi- 
dence uncovered by. New Or 
leans authorities, -the -public 
expressed resignation that 
the whole story would never 
be known and little would be 
gained by further inquiry. 

By 2 to 1, the American pub- 
lic is against reopening the 
Warren Commission investi- 
gation. 

Public certainty that Lee 


Harvey Oswald shot the Pres- 
ident remains at 70 per cent. 
Those who believe he did 
voted 44 to 35 per cent in 
favor of the theory that Os- 
wald was part of a broader 
plot rather than acting on his 
own. 

Last September and again 
last month, a cross section of 
the public was asked: 

""From what- you hast read} 
do you feel the full story .of the 
Kennedy . assassination watt re- 
ported in the Warren Commis- 
sion report, or do you think 
there are still a lot of un- 
answered questions about who 
killed President Kennedy and 
how it was done?" 
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Of the points questioned 
about the Warren report, the 
establishment of Oswald as 
the killer was most believed 
by the public. People were 
asked in both surveys: 

“Do you believe or not that 
Lee Harvey Oswald was the 


man who shot ^President Ken- 
nedy?" 
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People also were asked: 

Bo you feel the Kennedy as- 
sassination was the work of one 
man or was it part of a broader 
plot?” 
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in the face of these doubts, 
the public stands fast in its 
determination not to have the 
Warren Commission investi- 
gation reopened. The cross 
section was asked: 

‘Bo you think the Warren 
Commission investigation of the 
assassination of President Ken- 
nedy should be reopened or 
wotfld you be opposed to that?’ 
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
